Reforming a little further 
down the .street it. made another rush 
and attempting to scale the fem e was 
met with a volley from the guards’ 
revolvers. 
This halted the rush, and 
again the crowd retired. 
Sheriff Richards at once conferred 
with state oflicials, asking that the 
National Hoard be ordered to the dis­ 
turbed se< tion at once. 
The mob which entered Braddock 
marched to the plant of the Sterling 
Steel Foundry Company, and forcing

Circu­ 
lars have been sent broadcast by the 
police of both cities, endeavoring to 
locate Mitchell.
